An announcement of interest this 
week is that of the purchase of the

inery and gas and oil business here 
Mr. Ulrich will continue to live in 
Vulcan.

M. Allen, well known local farmer 
and auctioneer, anlV H. W. Bride, 
who Is experienced both in farm¬ 
ing and the mechanical repair end 
of the business. It Is their inten¬ 
tion to carry on with the same 
standard of good service that has 
been provided by Mr. Ulrich. 


The annual meeting of the con¬ 
gregation of the Church of Christ 
in Vulcan was held on Wednesday 
evening. Reports from all depart¬ 
ments showed satisfactory progress. 
The Church had a good year fin¬ 
ancially, each department showing 
a surplus. There are no outstand¬ 
ing accounts and the Church is 
completely out of debt.

The program for the follow¬ 
ing year calls for some considerable 
alterations and painting of the 
church building and parsonage. 

The evening's proceedings com¬ 
menced with a very fine message 
from Mr. Clifford Edwards, a young 
native of British West Indies, who 
has come to attend the Alberta 
Bible College in preparation for 
the ministry. Mr. Edwards started 
out with no financial backing and 
expects to return to his native land 
as a missionary to his own people. 
The evening was suitably closed 
with a social half hour which was 
In charge of the ladies. 


a licence for the past three con¬ 
secutive years. The territory in¬ 
cluded is quite extensive as the 
lake is 22 miles from north to 
south dam, and the fishing goes 
on the entire length. For some un¬ 
known reason fishermen claim the 
fish are larger-at the south end 
than at the north. Varying in 
weight from 3>. to 2 lbs. for the 
white fish, the largest one caught 
this year was 8L lbs. 

Holes are cut through the ice 
and each licence entitles the owner 
to three 10O yard nets, which they 
manage to spread in a most in¬ 
teresting manner. 

, Shoving a “jigger,” which is a 
piece of board 8 ft. by 10 in., equip¬ 
ped with large claws„ through the 
ice, this contraption, by a manip¬ 
ulation difllcult to describe, propels 
itself under the ice, dragging the 
lines, by which the nets are spread. 

Each fisherman usually sets his 
three nets at once in a radius of 
.a few yards and leaves them over¬ 
night. It is a most interesting but 
cold experience to watch-the nets 
being pulled in. Hugh Hanna, who 
kindly demonstrated the technique 
of this operation, feels 15 to 18 
fish in a single net is a good catch. 

But it is claimed that one man 
took 72 fish out of one net there 
this winter. 

The Alaska Fisheries contract 
for the season's catch with Jack 
Cole, Jim Duncan and Art Peter¬ 
son handling the work for the 
company, locally. White fish bring 
21 cents per pound and pike 6 
cents. They are cleaned and packed 
in ice right on the premises, and 
shipped in 60 pound crates from 
Vulcan to New York City. It is 
believed that 90% of the catch goes 
to New York where it sells for 
$1.10 per pound. 

It has been es'imated that some¬ 
where in the neighborhood of $18.- 
000.00 worth of fish has been taken 
from the lake this season, which 
averages $150.00 per licence. How¬ 
ever this is not all profit as the 
nets cost $20.00 each and some¬ 
times have to be replaced after 
one season's catch. The pike is 
particularly hard on the nets, a 
big strong fighter often ripping a 
net to shreds. 

Two inspectors are on the ice 
at all times to see that the law 
is carried out and to attend to 
the interests of the fishermen. At

It means that hundreds of country homes, former¬ 
ly occupied, are now vacant. The former owners are 
probably complicating the housing situation in con¬ 
gested cities. It means sparsely settled communi¬ 
ties with only a few owner-operators, where formerly 
there were numerous occupied homes, full of life 
and activity.

^CCORDING to the 1946 census, Alberta farmers 
are decreasing in numbers, but the size of farm 
holdings is increasing. In 1946 there were 89,600 
occupied farms but in the 1936 census there were 
100,368 occupied farms. The drop in farm population 
in the province, is from 400,000 in 1936 to 334,000 in 
1946, but Alberta’s population as a whole increased 
from 772,000 to 803,000. 

Although cultivated farm acreage has increased 
slightly, provinclally, and production has expanded, 
the trend' indicates that small farms are being ab¬ 
sorbed into big farms. In 1936 there were 40,444 
farms under 200 acres. Now there aVe only 28,320. 
In 1946 there were 7200 farms over 1000 acres in 
size. 

The trend toward increased acreage in the farm 
unit has been a natural consequence of power farm¬ 
ing. Only.the larger operation can justify the ex¬ 
pense of the power machinery which is in general

As a warning 
i.gainst complacency, this is good 
common sense. Nothing has been 
done yet which will stabilize and 
maintain a teaching force adequate 
to the needs of this growing prov¬ 
ince. We are still lurching along, 
paying high wages when we are 
aesperate, paying low wages when 
there are lots of teachers to be 
had. Just now we are bribing 
young people with scholarships 
into the teacher-training "colleges 
with money that ought to be spent 
on decent retiring pensions. The 
great bulk of educational dollars 
:s still sweated out of the people 
where it hurts most—in taxes on 
homes and farms. Present day 
costs of modern schools with good 
teachers cannot be met through 
this antiquated tax system. Grant¬ 
ed that these are stormy times we 
live in, the fact remains that there 
arc thousands of bright young men 
and women who could be teaching 
our children. And we are still 
waiting for a provincial policy 
which w ill bring them into this 
ir.ost essential public sendee, and 
induce them to stay in.—Education 
Council of Alberta.

1904) 

There’s nothing to beat a small 
town fair, at High River for in¬ 
stance. They used to hold some 
corkers also at Macleod in the old 
cays. Fairs at places like l.acombe 
Olds orjtfid Oeer are mostly dull 
affairs, exhibits of cows with enor¬ 
mous udders and prancing stal¬ 
lions, also a lot of fancy work and 
home cooking. The old cow towns 
of the south produce the fun. 

Well do we remember the fair 
held in High River in the fall of 
1902, the year we started the High 
-River fife Opener. It was more of 
a i ace meet and stampede because 
there was really nothing to exhi¬ 
bit. Western society was brilliant- 
l> represented, most of them wear¬ 
ing blankets of gaudy hue. Extra 
bartenders were shipped down 
fio.n Calgary. Cowboys brought in 
their racing ponies. Shorty Mc¬ 
Laughlin, Jack Matheson, Christie, 
Eckford, Koch, Harry Robertson 
and others were on hand with fli¬ 
ers of every description. Phil 
Y\ cinard was starter and the offic¬ 
ial management was Tom Robert-* 
son, George Ross, Dan Riley, Har¬ 
ry Baines, Walter Wake and AJex. 
1 homson. 

Undertaker and Sportsman 

The secretary of the High River 
Turf Association that year was a 
c.iap named Reinhart, who kept the 
endertaking parlors as well as a 
little office for fire insurance ami 
loans. What he had to loan no one 
e.er discovered. Certainly not 
money. Reinhart wasn't much of 
an undertaker, liis parlors consist¬ 
ing merely of an attic which was 
leached by a ladder. When he got 
a corpse to dress, which was sel¬ 
dom, he would get all excited try¬ 
ing to do things right, so he'd go 
over to Jerry Boyce’s and sry to 
round up the boys to help him 
oress up the remains and put it in 
the coffin. When keyed to suffic¬ 
ient height he would deliver an 
(nation over his client. 

The Day Before the Races 

It so happened that the body of 
a small rancher, who owned one 
or two running ponies, was 
brought to the undertaking par¬ 
lors the day before the 1902 race 
meet. The little burg was crowded 
with cowboys and as I one of the 
village attractions the/hoys crowd¬ 
ed up into Reinhart’s attic to take 
•i look at the' coips£ The under¬ 
taker was delighted with the inter¬ 
est shown,-so he delivered one of 
liis finest funeral orations.
